Makarios said no to the Turk- 


ish demand that he disband his 
national guard. He said no to 
the Turkish demand that the 
Turkish Cypriot minority get 
the legal right to form their own 
police forces and governments 
inside their enclaves. 


Makarios has doubts about en- 


larging the mandate of, the U.N. 
peace force on Cyprus. Accord- 
ing 
to 
Secretary-General U 


Thant's last peace appeal, this 
will be a matter of further nego- 
tiation. 


Though Makarios scored a 


major diplomatic triumph, offi- 
cial circles in Cyprus don't 
think Turkey lost particularly. 


Greece's agreement to with- 


draw an estimated 12,000 Greek 
troops was a big gain for the 
Turks, even though it wasn't ev- 
erything Ankara demanded. 


The only real loser seems to 


be the military dictatorship In 
Greece. The Greek government 
and not Makarios 
bowed to 


pressure and agreed to pull out 
its troops. The junta in Athens 
suffered a drastic loss of face 
among Greeks on Cyprus, and it 
may' 'have trouble with the offi- 
cers who return home from Cy- 
prus. 


Makarios is believed not un- 


happy to see the Greek troops 
go. And he is known to be re- 
lieved to get rid of Gen. George 
Grivas, the commander of all 
Greek forces on Cyprus and a 
potential 
challenger 
for the 


archbishop's power. Grivas was 
blamed for the battle which 
touched off the crisis, and the 
embarrassed Greek government 
recalled him to Athens. 


Leaves Money 
for Elderly 
SAN FRANCISCO (AP)- Be- 


fore he died at the age of 85 in 
January, Leroy H. Vane was 
known as the "cycling carpen- 
ter" who rode his bicycle to odd 
jobs in the Hnught-Panhandle 
district near Golden Gate Park. 


On Monday the Bank of Amer- 


ica disclosed that Vane, whose 
wife died in 1964, had left 
$425,000 in municipal bonds and 
common stocks to his native 
San Francisco. 


His will didn't insist upon it, 


but made plain he would like it 
if the city built a social center 
for the elderly la Golden Gate 
Park. 


Vane's suggestion will receive 


every consideration, said Elvin 
Stendell, president of the Recre. 
ation and Parks Commission.

From 
dl! parts of town, In all kinds 
of vehicles, wearing all manner 
of workaday apparel, they eame 
^teenage guys and gals with 
flushed and eager faces, they 
brought rakes, yard brooms, 
boxes and enthusiasm, and they 
attacked a whole season's ac« 
cumulation of dead leaves with a 
gusto wonderful tobeholdi Some 
swept, some picked up piles, 
some tended fires «and in less 
time than 1 would have believed 
possible my whole yard was clean 
and tidy, thanks to some 12 to 15 
representatives of the Hope High 
School senior class, that is. 


In case anyone has failed to 


notice, there have been many 
such "happenings" around town 
these past few weeks, and there 
are apparently going to be many 
more. Young people —the cream 
of all four high school classes — 
are offering their services to the 
community each Saturday in un» 
precedented ways. They will wash 
your car, clean out your attic, 
rake and burn yard refuse, re- 
lieve you of papers and maga- 
zines which need discarding, and 
probably handle any other chore 
you don't feel like tackling alone. 
And they are sacrificing their 
one free day in this way simply 
to help make Christmas a bit 
merrier for the needy in our 
area. I have never forgotten that 
had it not been for the local Uons 
Club and their annual Christmas 
baskets rny family would have 
spent a pretty bleak and gift- 
less Yuletide our second year 
in this country. It is chiefly to 
aid such a program that the stu- 
dents are donating so much time 
and energy. 


As someone who is sick and 


tired of the amount of press 
coverage the hippies and other 
social freaks receive, I do not 
believe we can pay enough pub- 
lic tribute to our Hope young 
people. I do not believe, fur- 
thermore, that we can encourage 
and support them as much as 
they deserve. Why we persist in 
taking their normality so for 
granted mystifies me. In the 
teenage frame of reference it 
takes real guts to be a worker, 
a builder, a "square" -inshort, 
a good and conscientious citizen. 
And, 
as has been said before 


(yet needs constant restatement), 
we should be truly thankful that 
the quality of local youth 
re- 


mains so high. I don't despair 
of their generation. In fact, as 
a long-time champion, nothing 
infuriates me more than hear- 
ing 
them "knocked." Ninety- 


eight percent of the nation's teen- 
agers should not be made to suf- 
fer for the sins of the minority 
group, and there are still some 
of us who pin our faith and hopes 
on that 98 percent. 


Citizens of Hope, please re- 


spond increasingly to the rare 
and wonderful offer your young 
people are making. It is always 
a heartening sight when some- 
one is 
willing to roll up Ms 


sleeves and work hard, without 
personal advantage, for a worthy 
cause. The spirit is lifted and life 
seems infinitely better. Your high 
school boys and girls are wish- 
ing us all "Merry Christmas!" 
in the truest spirit of the sea- 
son.

House days President Johnson's 
mouth was constantly open, on 
television, in speeches, orinone 
way or another, always saying 
something. 


He seemed to have a compul- 


sion to say something in those 
early 
days 
on 
Pennsylvania 


Avenue until he was reminded 
often enough he was not a hit on 
television or as a public speak- 
er, 


He was too stiff, too often 


what he said spontaneously or 
from a prepared text was Just 
corn. His television appearances 
grew less frequent and so did 
his wide-open news conferences. 


Meanwhile he continued to see 


White House reporters frequent- 
ly by calling them into his office 
to make a statement or answer 
questions. Then at a big news 
conference last Nov. 17 he found 
a method that really clicked. 


Instead of staying glued, as he 


had so often in the past, to a 
fixed microphone on a fixed po- 
dium behind which he stood as 
fixed and stiff as a cigar-store 
Indian, he decided to put a mi- 
crophone around his neck. 


He was a now man, free to 


roam around, twist his head or 
wave his hands to make a point. 
Congratulatory t e l e g r a m s 
poured in. He was delighted. 
This is probably how Johnson 
will do much of his talking In 
the future. 


He 
talks 
fast 
but tie has 


learned from his 30 years of 
public life not to be careless 
with 
the 
language 
which, 


through a clumsy or offensive 
word, could turn him 
into a 


laughing-stock 
or 
a political 


corpse.

done without, for some of them
